SAYS LEVINSON 


Attorney Says Terror 
Rule of Vargas Is 
on ‘Volcano’ 


The Getulio Vargas dictatorship

The frightful police terror in Bra- 
zil—with police orders superseding 
the decisions of judges—was de- 
scribed yesterday by David Levin- 
son, noted attorney, upon his re- 
turn from the South American 
country aboard the Northern Prince. 


Levinson, retained by friends of 
Luis Carlos Prestes and Arthur 
Ewert. anti-fascists imprisoned by 
Vargas, went to Brazil to assist in 
the defense of the two men are to 
come up any day for trial before 
the special tribunal. 

Levinson was not permitted to 
reach either of his clients, and was 
subjected to a vicious campaign of 
persecution, engineered by the se- 
cret political police through the 
controlled press. 

The American lawyer was not ar- 
rested nor was he deported because 
the American embassy intervened 
and testified that he was there on 
a professional mission, Levinson 
said. 

The Brazilian people are against 
the Vargas dictatorship, which is 
being upheld by imperialistic busi- 
ness interests through fascist meth- 
ods, Levinson said. It is Vargas’ 
fear of the people that has led him 
to ask for a continuation of the 


“state of war” under which martial | 


law can be. maintained. 

Levinson learned that Ewert has 
lost 65 pounds since he has been in 
the Vargas dungeons, and 
Prestes is suffering untold tortures. 

Police agents showed him the 
courtyard baleony in police head- 
quarters from which the body of 
Victor Allan Barron, young Amer- 
ican anti-fascist, was thrown after 
he was tortured to death by Bra- 
zilian police. 

The place from which the police 
said Barron “jumped” is right in 
front of the office of Capt. Romano.

If certain British shipping interests and 
consular authorities have their way, such

The heroic-crew of the British liner Li- 
naria, who now have the ship tied up at 
Boston, steadfastly refuse to man the 
freighter, under orders to pick up a cargo 
of nitrates consigned to General Franco, 

That action deserves the Acclaim of all 
liberty-loving Americans. It was action like 
that in Britain during the American Civil 
War that kept war supplies from going to 
the slaveholding rebels of the South. 

Furthermore, authorities point out that 
the British Shipping Articles affirm the right 
of British seamen to refuse to man ships 
heading for “dangerous waters.”
